Brktukkn, —  It  affords  me  nuicli  pleasure  to  exteml  to  yoii  a  cordial 
ami  fraternal  welcome,  and  in  compliance  with  tiie  re(|uirementH  of  our 
Constitution,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  a  detail- 
ed statement  of  my  oflicial  acts  for  the  term  ending  at  this  our  Sixth 
Annual  Session. 

While  we  have  increased  our  membership  during  the  past  year,  the 
increase  has  not  been  at  all  satisfactory  from  two  standpoints;  the  in- 
crease has  been  small,  a  number  of  the  Lodge  not  having  secured  a 
member,  while  the  average  age  of  the  members  admitted  is  higher  than 
it  should  be. 

I  woidd  therefore  call  your  attention  to  the  present  level  plan  of  ass- 
essment and  point  out  the  fact  that  under  this  plan,  we  are  i)ractically 
ceating  an  old  men  s  order.  The  (hand  Recorder's  OHice  proves,  that 
the  young  men  we  secure  as  members  soon  drop  out  of  the  Order,  while 
very  few  members  of  50  years  and  over  are  suspended  for  non-payment 
of  assessments.  Our  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Session  in  1896  recognized  the 
injustice  of  the  level  plan  of  assessment,  and  adopted,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  a  graded  form  of  assessment.  Our  graded 
plan  was  not  approved  by  the  Suj)reme  Lodge,  but  a  classified  form  of 
assessment  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  which  this  jurisdiction 
can  adopt  or  not,  as  you  may  in  your  wisdom  decide. 

I  am  convinced  that  it  is  necessary  to  look  into  this  matter  careful- 
ly and  see  if  a  cliange  from  the  level  assessments  to  classified  assess- 
ments is  not  absolutely  necessary  if  we  intend  to  perpetuate  the  Order 
in  this  jurisdiction." 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  I  divided  the  jurisdiction  into  districts 
and  appointed  the  following  D.  D.  G.  M.  W. :

Bee.  14.  I  arranjj;e(l  with  liro.  lia^k'ss  to  organize  Lodges  in  his  dis- 
trict, making  an  agreement  witii  him,  that  the  ( J|iind  Lodge  would  pay 
for  each  new  Lodge  organized  with  not  less  than  twenty-five  inemhers 
other  than  those  of  B.  C.  Lodges,  the  sum  of  .$100.  Hro.  Kagless  to 
organize,  and  carefully  instruct  each  Lodge  organized. 

The  first  week  in  June  I  spent  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  aiding  the 
local  Lodges  in  securing  new  memhera.  I  secured  25  applications,  and 
left  them  with  the  Lodges  to  get  the  applicants  examined  and  initiated. 
I  regret  to  say  that  up  to  the  ])resent  time  hut  eleven  have  })een  admit- 
ted to  memhcrship.  At  that  time  I  visited  (Jranville  Lodge,  No.  1:2,  Per- 
severance Lodge,  No.  11  and  Fraser  Lodge,  No.  3. 

During  the  month  of  September,  in  company  with  the  Grand  Re- 
corder we  made  an  official  visit  to  Granville  Lodge,  No.  2;  Perseverance 
Lodge,  No,  11  ;  Maple  I^eaf  Lodge,  No.  17:  Fraser  Lodge,  No.  3;  Deltii 
Lodge,  No.  V^,  and  October  8th,  Nanaimo  I^odge,  No.  4. 

I  found  decided  improvement  in  the  Lodges  visited  in  June,  anc 
with  the  exception  of  Delta  Ijodge,  No.  12,  all  were  in  a  satisfactory  coU' 
dition.  Delta  Lodge  was  hoUling  meetingij  at  very  irregular  dates,  bu 
promised  in  the  future  to  hold  regular  meetings. 

At  the  request  of  the  Lodges,  I  publicly  installed  on  January   7th 
Perseverance  Lodge,  No.  11;  January   Hth,  Fraser  Lodge,  No.  3;   an 
January  9th,  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  17.    I  take  great  pleasure  in  con 
gratulating  the  above  Lodges  in  the  manner  in  which  they  entertainer 
their  guests,  and  am  satisfied  if  other  Lodges  would  hold  public  instal 
ations  they  would  profit  by  increased  membership.  . 

From  my  experience  during  the  past  year  I  am  satisfied,  that  wit 
possibly  one  exception,  the  Grand  Master  Workman  should  visit  all  th 
Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  at  least  once  a  year;  the 'expense   is   slig 
compared  with  the  good  accomplished. 

The  condition  of  Chilliwack  Lodge,  No.  10,  has  been  very  unsati 
factory  several  years  past,  the  membership  was  reduced  to  five,  an 
from  what  could  be  learned  did  not  attempt  to  hold  meetings.  The  a 
count  due  General  Fund  of  Grand  Lodge  had  been  standing  since  tl 
Lodge  was  organized  and  no  attempt  made  to  pay  any  part  of 
That  being  the  condition  of  the  Lodge  I  was  satisfied  if  the  Order  w 
to  succeed  in  Chilliwack  it  must  start  from  the  ground  up. 

I  therefore,  on  November  7th,  requested  the  members  of  Chilliwa 


Lodge,  No.  10,  to  surrender  their  riiarter.  Tlitniil  books,  ete.  TIuh  wu8 
done  on  January  29tli  last,  and  tlie  live  ineini)ers  attached  to  thedrand 
Lodge. 

NEW   LOD(iES. 

On  Thursday  evening,  Fehruary  4th,  D.  D.  fr.  M.  \V.  Bro.  Wm. 
Ragless  organized  Trail  Lodge,  No.  9,  at  Trail  with  iifteen  ineiubers, 
and  on  Tuesday  evening,  February  *,)th,  Uossland  Lodg»',  No.  H,  with 
forty  members. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  push  forward  the  A.  O. 
U.  VV.  in  the  Kootenays,  and  without  doubt  before  the  elose  of  1^97, 
some  live  or  .six  more  Lodges  will  be  organized  in  that  section  of  tlie 
Province.

A  member  of  Victoria  Li")<»'»,  No.  1.  May  ::.*.Sth,  hibt,  1  received  a 
letter  from  the  Recorder  of  Vici.i'a  Lodgr,  No.  1,  under  seal,  recjuest- 
ing  the  Grand  Lodge  to  make  ai)  ai)j)eal  to  tlie  Subordinate  Lodges  to 
request  their  uiembers  to  e«  itribute  $8.(10  each,  and  thn.s  raise  a  fund 
of  li!:2,0()0  for  the  widow  of  tlie  late  I'.ro.  J.  1*.  Gordon  who  was  killed 
in  the  Point  Ellice  Bridge  accid-'ut  while  under  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  assessments  No.  7,  tt  luid  9. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows: 

J.  B.  Gordon  was  suspended  on  Assessments  7,  H,  9,  April  'i9th,  at 
that  time  being  in  the  Kootenays  on  a  trip  as  agent  for  P.radstreet's 
Agency.  A  letter  press  copy  shewing  when  he  instructed  his  clerk  in 
the  Victoria  office  to  pay  the  money  before  that  date,  the  clerk  failed  to 
make  the  payment  as  directed. 

Bro.  Gordon  reached  Victoria,  May  21st,  and  paid  up  all  dues 
and  assessments  on  that  date,  and  was  killed  in  the  Bridge  accident 
on  the  26th  inst,  therefore  the  Brother  died  under  suspension.  Vic- 
toria Lodge,  No.  1,  did  not  meet  until  the  27th  inst.  The  law  on  rein- 
statements states  a  Brother  can  only  be  reinstated  in  open  Lodge  by  a 
vote  of  the  Lodge,  and,  consultations  with  the  Grand  Recorder  and 
Committee  on  Finance  I  decided  to  make  the  appeal  to  the  Lodges  as  re- 
quested by  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1.

JOSEPH  WILLIS  CASE. 

A  member  of  Western  Sta-  Lodge,  No.  7,  in  good  standing,  and  is 
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claimed  to  have  died  on  26th  July,  1896,  in   Epping  Forrest,  Ching- 
ford,  from  taking  Cynide  of  Potac-aium. 

The  widow  who  at  present  resides  in  London,  England,  forwards 
proofs  of  death  of  '\n  unknown  man.  as  al)ove,  to  Western  Star  Lodge, 
claiming  that  the  t)ody  found  was  that  of  her  husband  and  requested 
that  the  $2,000  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  posrible.  I  was  present  at  West- 
ern Star  Lodge,  September  14th,  and  my  advice  was  askeu  in  reference 
to  the  case.  I  suggested  that  as  Bro.  E.  J.  Salmon,  a  member  of  their 
Lodge  and  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  at  that  time  in 
London  all  papers  in  connection  with  the  case  be  forwarded  to  him.  At 
the  request  of  the  Lodge  I  sent  the  papers  to  Bro.  Salmon  requesting 
that  the  facts  of  the  case  be  carefully  gone  into  and  that  any  expense 
connected  with  the  case  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Salmon's  report  and  all  papers  in  connection  with  the  case  are 
on  the  table  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  deciding 
that  the  Willis  case  should  be  placed  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  action. 

DECISIONS. 


August  12th,  1896 — From  Eraser  Lodge,  No.  3,  two  Brothers  receipts 
dated  January  8rd,  1896,  herewith  enclosed  for  Relief  call  due  December 
28th.  Brothers  were  reported  to  Grand  Recorder  in  good  standing,  l)ut 
have  never  been  reinstated  by  vo<^e  of  the  Lodge.  On  Jannury  Hrd,  the 
Brothers  were  installed,  Master  Workman  and  Foreman.  Have  paid  all 
dues  and  assessments  since  that  time,  are  they  in  good  standing?  If 
not  in  good  standing,  what  is  the  position  of  the  Lodge? 

Answer.  Brothers  were  suspended  December  29th,  see  Beneficiary 
rule.  No.  2~).  Beneficiary  rule.  No.  26  paragraph  2,  states  that  Brother 
on  report  of  Financier  must  be  reinstated  by  vote  of  the  Lodge  and  in 
no  other  way.  No  meeting  of  the  Lodge  held  since  January  3rd,  has 
been  conducted  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

Have  a  Past  Master  Workman  preside  as  Master  Workman  at  your 
next  meeting  and  reinstate  the  Master  Workman  and  Foreman,  see 
Beneficiary  rule,  No.  26,  and  then  approve  each  meeting  of  the  Lo«lge 
separately  from  January  3rd,  to  date,  and  enter  same  on  the  minutes  of 
the  Lodge. 

August  21st,  1896 — From  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  I.  What  members 
are  liable  for  Relief  Call,  No.  17  ? 

Answer.  All  Workman  Degree  members  in  good  standing  June 
30th,  (see  Relief  Fund,  Section  1,  how  raised.)

January  2nd,  1897— From  Nanaimo  Lodge  No.  4.  M.  Cjvinpliell 
having  gone  into  the  liquor  business  was  expelled  in  September  last. 
Has  now  gone  out  of  liquor  business  and  wants  to  conie  back  in  the 
Lodge:  Age  45,  health  bad,  and  is  no  doubt  caused  by  drink.  Does  his 
Certificate  stand  annulled  or  expelled  ? 
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Answer.  Records  of  Grand  Recorder  shew  M.  Canip})eira  age  to  be 
49.  If  he  was  under  45  would  have  \o  pass  Medical  Examination,  as  he 
is  over  45  and  expelled  cannot  be  re-admitte<l. 

January  22nd,  1897 — From  Eraser  Lodge,  No.  3.  When  a  Lodge 
has  <luly  appointed  Medical  Examiner,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Order, 
can  candidate  have  any  duly  qualified  practitioner  make  the  examin- 
ation ? 

Answer.  By  referring  to  Constitution  Subordinates,  page  77,  sec- 
tion 12,  also  General  law  XII,  section  1  and  2,  you  will  find  that  exam- 
inations must  be  made  by  Medical  Examiner  of  Lodge,  who  if  practic- 
able must  be  member  of  the  Order. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

November  6th,  1896,  Vancouver  Lodge,  No  5,  applied  for  dispen- 
sation to  hold  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  November  18th  at  Saan- 
ichton. 

Dispensation  was  granted  to  hold  meeting  but  to  transact  no  bus- 
iness other  than  opening,  reading  of  tninutes  and  closing  the  Lodge. 


Rro.  Past  Grand  Master  G.  Leiser  died  on  December  5th.  One  of 
the  last  requests  made  by  him  was  that  the  A.  0.  U,  \V.  take  cliaige  of 
the  funeral. 

Sister  Leiser  made  the  same  request,  Master  Workman,  Bro.  G. 
Gawley  of  Victoria  Lodge.  No.  1,  pent  out  the  notice  of  the  funeral  and 
then  kindly  gave  way  to  the  ofllicers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  assisted 
by  a  large  number  of  brethren  followed  the  reniMins  to  the  vault  in  the 
Jewish  Cemetery  where  the  remains  of  our  dearly  beloved  Brother  were 
laid  away  according  to  the  ritual  of  the  Order. 
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The  following  letter  of  condolence  was  sent  to  Sister  Leiser.

Dear  Sister,  -On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  Order 
of  United  Workmen  of  British  Columbia,  we  extend  to  you  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  in  this  the  hour  of  your  sad  bereavement  through  the  loss  of 
your  estimable  husband. 

Knowing  his  devotion  to  you  we  may  attempt  to  estimate  your  loss, 
and  yet  we  can  but  realize  it  in  part. 

His  genial  spirit  and  affable  manner  endeared  him  to  those  he  came 
in  contact  with.  As  Workmen  we  fully  realize  that  this  jurisdiction 
has  in  his  death,  sustained  an  irreparable  loss.  His  work  is  indelibly 
stamped  upon  nearly  every  page  of  our  history,  and  will  ever  remain  a 
monument  to  his  zeal,  wisdom,  and  appreciation  of  our  noble  Order. 
We  wish  to  add  our  personal  sympathy  in  this  trying  hour,  and  ever

P.  G.  M.  Leiser,  the  Order  in  British  Columbia 
sustains  a  loss,  that  will  take  this  jurisdiction  many  years  to  recover 
from . 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I  find  at  the  present  time  but  very  few  jurisdictions  but  what  pub- 
lish a  paper  in  the  interest  of  the  Order,  and  I  believe  the  matter  should 
be  looked  into  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  an  effort  made 
to  start  a  paper  in  British  Columbia, 

At  all  previous  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  work  of  the  Order 
has  been  hurried  through,  the  result  has  been  that  either  important 
business  was  overlooked  or  did  not  receive  the  care  its  importance 
demanded. 

I  would  beg  to  suggest  that  as  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
be  of  such  importance  to  our  jurisdiction,  that  ample  time  be  taken  to 
get  through  the  business  of  the  session.

Brethrb.v, — In  accordance  witli  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscul  year  ending  December 
31st,  1896. 

Exhibits  A  to  E  inclusive  contains  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
Dislmrsements  of  the  Beneficiary,  Gei>eral,  and  Relief  Funds  with  their 
respective  balances. 

Exliibit  F  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Gordon 
Fund. 

Exhibit  G  is  a  list  of  Subordinate  Lodge  supplies  in  stock  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

Exhibit  H.  Statement  of  meml>ership.  During  the  period  between 
the  session  of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  end  of  the  year,  102  members  have 
joined  by  initiation,  4  by  card  and  51  have  been  reinstated,  making  a 
total  gain  of  157. 

During  the  same  period,  suspensions  91,  withdrawals  5,  and  deaths 
8,  total  loss  104,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  62  members. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February  of  the  present  year, 
there  have  been  75  initiatioi  -,  1  by  card,  and  10  reinstatements,  suspen- 
sions 53,  deaths  2,  leaving  a  net  gain  for  the  two  months  of  32  members. 

Perseverance  Lodge,  No.  11,  has  made  the  largest  pain  of  any  Lodge 
duri.ig  the  last  twelve  months.  Its  increase  being  a  trifle  over  100  per 
cent. 

On  January  29th,  Chilliwack  Lodge  surrendered  its  charter,  the  re- 
remaining  members  are  for  the  present  paying  direct  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  jurisdiction  presents  a  good  field  for  work.  If  an  energetic 
organizer  could  be  kept  constantly  at  work,  we  m^.y  safely  predict  a 
membership  of  2,000  at  no  very  distant  date.

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GRAND  MEDICAL  EXAMINER'S   REPORT. 


Nkw  Westminster,  B.  C, 

January  15th,  1897. 

To  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.O.U.W. 
of  British  Columbia.  : 

Brethren — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Grand 
Medical  Examiner  of  this  jurisdiction  for  the  year  ended  3l8t  December, 
1896. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  note  that  the  number  of  examinations  pass- 
ing through  my  hands  shows  a  continued  increase — in  fact,  the  number 
of  examinations  made  this  year  exceeds  the  numbers  of  1894  and  1895 
combined,  amounting  altogether  to  123. 

The  reiections  for  the  year  numbered  eight,  a  smaller  per  centage 
than  for  any  previous  year.  The  several  causes  of  rejection  are  shown 
in  Table  A.,  and  Table  B  shows  again  the  causes  of  the  rejections  since 
the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

During  the  year  assessments  were  called  for  five  deaths,  and  it  will 
be  observed  that  all  the  deaths  took  place  among  old  members,  the 
average  duration  of  membership  of  those  who  died  being  eleven  years 
ten  months.  With  a  few  exceptions  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  entire 
number  of  deaths  since  our  organization,  the  average  duration  of  mem- 
bership of  the  twenty-eight  deaths  being  seven  years  two  months.  The 
causes  of  the  deaths  for  the  year  1896  are  shown  in  Table  C,  which  also 
sets  forth  the  age  of  the  Brother  and  the  duration  of  his  membership. 
The  same  particulars  for  the  past  five  years  are  shown  in  Table  D. 

Table  Ef3hows  the  number  of  applicants,  accepted  and  rejected,  for 
the  past  five  years,  together  with  the  average  ages  of  each  class.  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  note  that  the  average  age  this  year  shows  an  appreci- 
able decrease  over  last,  or  any  other  year  since  our  organization,  the 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three  applicants  having  an  average  age  of  34.95 
years.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  we  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect a  lower  age  average  for  admission  than  formerly,  for  the  reason  that 
during  the  first  two  years  of  our  existence  as  a  Grand  Lodge  wetook  in 
applicants  up  to  the  age  of  fifty  years,  whereas  since  that  time  the  age 
limit  has  been  reduced  to  forty-five  years. 
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This  Table  will  not  be  found  to  agree  with  that  submitted  last  year, 
for  the  following  reason.  My  report  for  the  year  189,*  brought  the  mem- 
bers down  to  the  date  of  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1893,  viz:  to 
the  13th  of  March,  and  that  for  1893  only  included  the  time  from  the 
meeting  of  the  (irand  Lodge  in  March,  to  the  81st  of  December. 

These  figures  were  copied  in  succeeding  leports,  but  this  year  I  have 
calculated  the  figures  for  the  year  ending  December  81st,  in  each  case. 
This  also  necessitates  a  slight  change  in  Table  B,  which  will  be  readily 
understood. 

Tables  F  and  G  are  also  submitted  this  year. 

At  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  it  w^as  resolved  to 
adopt  the  medical  examination  form  as  in  use  in  Massachusetts.  This 
has  been  deferred  because  a  large  stock  of  the  old  forms  was  on  hand.  I 
think  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  make  the  change,  as  the  stock  on 
hand  now  cannot  be  very  large,  and  the  cost  of  printing  them  would  be 
small. 

In  this  connection  too,  I  wish  to  mention  the  desirability  of  provid- 
ing a  new  Register  for  the  (irand  Medical  Examiner.  Some  years  ago, 
I  had  a  Register  printed,  which,  I  thought,  kept  record  of  all  important 
items  in  the  medical  examination  form,  but  I  have  since  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Register  should  be  a  fac  simile  of  the  medical  exam- 
ination, and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  Grand  Lodge  to  procure  such 
a  book  for  the  Grand  Medical  Examiner. 

In  closing  this  imperfect  resume  of  tlie  business  of  my  office  for  the 
past  y  3ar,  I  have  to  thank  the  different  Grand'Lodge  Otticers  for  much 
kindness  and  assistance,  and  remain,  in  C.  H.  &  P.,

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REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  TO  THE  SUPREME  LODGE. 


To  the  Grand  Lodge  A.  0.  U.  W.,  of  liritish  Columbia.: 

Brethren, — Your  Representatives  attended  the  tweiity-forth  stnted 
meeting  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  in  Buffalo,  June  the  I6tii  to  26th, 
1896,  Piid  frjui  several  standpoints  was  the  most  important  session  in 
the  history  of  that  body. 

The  Representatives  of  the  several  Degree  of  Honor  Lodges,  A. OX  W. 
met  in  Buffalo,  June  12th,  under  the  direction  and  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Officers,  the  Superior  Lodge,  Degree  of  Honor  of 
the  A.  O.  U.  W.  was  duly  instituted  and  this  important  auxiliary  was 
fully  launched  upon  its  great  work. 

General  Law  XVI  was  amended  by  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

GENEHAL   LAW   XVI. 

DEGHEE   OF    HONOR. 

1.  For  the  better  dev^^lopment  of  the  social  feature  of  the  Order; 
to  promote  union,  sympathy  and  friendship  among  the  families  of  the 
member?  of  the  Order;  to  furnish  a  medium  through  which  provision 
may  be  made  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  "Homes"  for 
widows  and  orphans  of  Workmen;  to  recognize  as  having  a  common 
interest  in  our  works  of  charity  and  benevolence,  the  wives,  widows, 
mothers,  daughters,  sisters,  brothers  and  sons  of  the  members  of  the 
Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen,  there  is  established  a  special  degree 
of  the  Ordei  known  as  "  The  Degree  of  Honor,  A.  O.  U.  W." 

2.  Over  this  Degree  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen,  reserves  control  as  follows: 

(1)  To  prescribe  the  qualifications  for  obtaining  and  retaining 
membership  therein,  and  in  any  Beneficial  Department  tiiereof. 

(2.)  To  prescribe  its  Ritualistic  and  Secret  Work,  except  its  semi- 
annual password. 

(3.)  To  provide  for  the  organization  of  a  Superior  Lodge,  Degree  of 
Honor,  of  general  jurisdiction,  over  which  it  may  reserve  such  control 
as  may  seem  advisable. 
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(4.)  To  define  and  limit  the  relation,  obligation  and  liability  of  the 
Supreme,  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
United  Workmen,  to  and  with  said  Degree,  its  members  and  its 
Superior,  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 

(5.)  To  review  and  approve  or  dipupprove  the  Constitution,  Laws 
and  Regulations  of  the  Superior  and  Grand  Lodges  of  said  Degree,  to 
the  end  that  the  laws  governing  aaid  Degree  may  be  kept  within  the 
limits  of  the  reservation  of  po'.ver  herein,  and  to  prevent  the  insertion 
therein  of  any  provisions  •vhich  may  be  so  construed  as  to  create  any 
liability  against  or  upon  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen. 

The  most  important  matter  affecting  the  interests  of  our  Order  at 
large  was  the  report  of  the  Beneficial  Commission.  The  entire  subject 
matter  was  under  consideration  for  several  days.  Every  feature  of  the 
report  was  considered  with  an  earnest  desire  upon  the  part  of  all  pres- 
ent to  arrive  at  a  clear  and  practical  solution  of  the  grave  questions  that 
have  presented  themselves  before  our  Order. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  a  Beneficial  Commijfe;  i 
was  appointed  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  commission  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the 
incoming  Supreme  Master  Workman  to  investigate  the  subject  of 
Classified  Beneficiary  Certificates,  Classified  Assessments,  Emergency 
Fund,  tho  Maximum  and  Minimun  Age  Limit,  Statistics  (card  register) 
Admission  of  Females  and  changes  in  the  Relief  Law,  and  report  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  instructed  to  investigate  the 
experience  of  different  jurisdictions  of  this  Order,  and  their  methods  of 
work,  other  Fraternal  Beneiiciaiy  Orders,  and  all  oth^ir  matters  pertin- 
ent to  these  subjects,  ijnd  attend  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  with  recommendations. 

We  herewith  present  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws,  to 
whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Commissions  report  relating  to 
Classified  Assessment  rates,  as  it  covers  the  subject  matter  necessary 
for  your  consideration. 

The  following  Classified  Assessment  rates  are  hereby  adopted  as 
the  rates  to  be  paid  by  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Beneficiary 
Jurisdiction,  on  and  after  July  1,  1896: 
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Ages.  Assessment  Rates.

These  rates  are  to  be  applied  to  all  members  at  their  attained  age.s 
at  the  time  the  rates  are  put  into  operation  in  any  jurisdiction,  the 
member  to  advance  from  the  lower  group  to  the  next  iiigher  group,  the 
advance  to  be  made  on  the  1st  day  of  January  of  each  year,  on  the  basis 
of  the  attained  ages  it  the  members  at  that  date. 

All  Grand  Lodge  Separate  Beneficiary  Jurisdictionn  that  have 
received  relief  under  the  provisions  of  the  relief  liaw  for  the  years  1H94 
and  1895,  and  shall  receive  relief  under  the  said  law  for  the  year  1896, 
whose  maximum  is  now  24  or  over,  shall  adopt  tliis  plan  as  a  condit- 
ion precedent  to  relief,  after  the  year  1896. 

Any  jurisdiction  may  adopt  this  plan  of  Assessments  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  declared  that  all  Grand  Lodges  adopting  this 
Classified  Assessment  Plan  do  so  with  the  express  understanding  that 
such  plan  may  be  changed  by  this  Supreme  Lodge,  and  all  members 
joining  under  this  plan,  and  the  old  members  to  whom  the  same  is 
made  to  apply,  hold  their  membership  with  the  express  understanding 
that  such  plan  may  be  changed,  alterec?  or  amended  at  the  pleasure  of 
this  Supreme  Lodge,  and  in  case  of  new  members  this  shall  be  express- 
ed in  the  application  for  the  beneficiary  certificate. 

The  minimum  age  limit  was  changed  from  21  to  18  years,  the  max- 
imum age  limit  remains  unchanged. 

Provision  was  made  whereby  Grand  Lodges  can  legislate  for  the  ad- 
mittance of  Non-Beneficial  Members.  The  admittance  of  females  to 
membership  in  the  A.  0.  U.  W.  was  not  approved. 

Rules  governing  the  Relief  Board  in  the  matter  of  extending  relief, 
were  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

We  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  (Jrand  Lodge  to  Rule  Three, 
which  is  as  follows : 
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Subordinate  Lodges  failing  to  pay  their  Beneficiary  Call  by  the20tb 
day  of  the  succeeding  month  will  be  treated  as  suspended,  whether  de- 
clared so  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  or  not. 

The  Belief  Law  was  amended  as  follows: 

When  Relief  is  to  be  Extended.  -Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Relief  Board  that  the 
number  of  deaths  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  Beneficiary  Jurisdiction,  or  in 
any  separate  Beneficiary  Jurisdiction,  has  been  or  is  such  as  to  require 
assessments  in  excess  of  twelve,  in  any  fiscal  year,  in  Jurisdictions  levy- 
ing assessments  under  the  classified  assessment  plan,  or  whenever  in 
any  Separate  Beneficiary  Jurisdiction  not  levying  assessments  under 
the  classified  assessment  plan,  the  number  of  deaths  in  any  fiscal  year 
has  been  or  is  such  as  to  require  the  levying  of  assessments  of  an  amount 
in  excess  of  twelve  assessments  on  the  classified  assessment  plan,  or 
whenever  the  membership  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  Beneficiary  Jurisdic- 
tion shall  be  red'  r1  V)elow  two  thousand,  then  the  relief  provided 
herein  shall,  upon  i,i  >per  application  therefor,  be  extended 

The  next  session  of  me  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  held  in  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  commencing  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  June,  1897.
